OTTAWA LETTER 
BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW

Private insurance companies have 
declared that they could not insure 
against the hazards of war and the 
perils of air raids and bombardments 
so the government will provide 
against such risks. It will be a vol- 
untary system to the extent that all 
people will not be compelled to insure 
and pay premiums, A second pro- 
vision is that the government will 
provide free coverage to an indvidual 
for damage to his own home up to 
$3,000 and additional free coverage 
for chaittles of $800 for a household- 
er, $400 extra if married and $100 
extra for each child. No additional 
amount will ‘be paid unless a policy 
has been taken out and the premium 
paid, 

The rate of premium will be a flat 
rate all across the country, Claims 
may bs paid during the war to con- 
tinue special war busine:s but mostly 
the payment will be made after the 
war plus 2% per cent interest, 

The first duty of the people of Can- 
ada is to do everything possible to 
win the war. At the same time, if 
we are to win the peace, plans must 
be started now for post war period 
if that much-hoped-for standard 1s 
to be attained. 

On account of restrictions in buy- 
ing deferred wants will accumulate, 
There will be a great demand for 
many lines of goods that people ave 
now doing without. People are say- 
ing, many are earning more than 
ever before and this accumulated 
money together with the government 
pay to soldiers and to holders of War 
saving certificates will make an ef- 
fective demand for goods, The in- 
dustrial capacity having vastly in- 
creased wil] provide goods to satisfy 
this demand, Therefore, there will 
likely be a brief period of prosperity 
and free spending,

SUGAR RATIONING by COUPON 
IS NOW IN EFFECT 


SOME IMPORTANT POINTS 
ABOUT YOUR RATION CARD 


1. A Ration Card is required for each 
individual person, regardless of age. 


2. Each numbered coupon is good for 
a two weeks’ ration of 1 lb. of sugar. 

3. Coupon No, 1 is good July Ist; 
coupon No, 2, July 13th; coupon No. 3, 
July 27th; coupon No. 4, August 10th; 
coupon No, 5, August 24th. 


4. Coupons cannot be used before the 
specified dates, but may be used any 
time afterwards, 

5. Only coupons 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 can 
be used for sugar buying. 

6. Do not use coupons A, B, C, D and 
E, unless instructions are issued by The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Do not 
detach them. 

7. Coupons must be detached in the 
presence of your retailer. He will not 
accept loose, detached coupons. 

8. Jf you do the buying for your home, 
or for a number of people, you may 
purchase sugar for them by taking their 
ration cards with you to the store. 

9. If you order by telephone, coupons 
must be detached in the presence of, or 
by the delivery man. 

10. Retailers may hold customers’ ration 
cards and detach coupons for them in 
cases where customers are not ordinarily 
at home to take delivery; or in the case 
of summer cottagers having deliveries 
made by mail or express. 

11, If you go visiting for a week or 
more, you should take your ration card 


with you for your host to use.

15. Misuse of ration coupons is. illegal 
and offenders are liable to prosecution,

and Trade Board office (a) if you lose

pon ration books for sugar are on 
hand, coupon 
prior to the set date. Numbers on 
coupons run from one to five, indica- 
ting that one pound of sugar may be 
purchased for each number. Coupon 
number one must be detached or used 
before July 1, coupon number 2 niust 
net be detached or used before Mon- 
day July 13, and so on, counting two 
weeks span between each purchase, 

There was once a parable about 
putting new wine in old bottles, but 
that is what wine producers and dis- 
tillers find they mav_ to do these 
days when there are no new bottles 
for wine, new or old. Thus the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board asks 
anyone dealing with salvage who does 
not sort bottles, to turn all bottles 
over to a dealer who does not sort 
salvage. Although this sounds com- 
plicated it means simply that the 
dealer in turn gives all bottles for 
wine or liquor, not damaged in any 
way to the wine producers and dis- 
tillers. They, of course, may pur- 
chase bottles direct from their own 
retailers. It is an offence to throw 
away or destroy any ‘bottle or con- 
tainer made of glass, fit for further 
use in industry. 


Do not detach any 


Think for a moment what would 
happen if, even for one week, every- 
body in town were to shop elsewhere 
—vither in a neighboring town or by 
mail! would it not cause consterna- 
tion, and would not all business 
houses be very much _ concerned? 
They certainly would and with good 
reason. Some do this regularly and 
what is the result? Every dollar sent 
to distant business houses is gone for 
good so far as that particular district 
is concerned, and merely serves to 
build up and maintain some distant 
town or city. The local business men 
are robbed of that circulation of 
money which during its ramblings 
might help dozens along the way. 
How about printing? All business 
houses need more or less printed mat- 
ter all of which is within the possibil- 
ities of the local printer, Yet how 
prone many of us are to pass up the 
home printer and let the orders go 
to city offices which have no inter- 
est whatever in rural communities 
except to get printing orders and the 
cash to pay for them. Business men, 
remember that the home paper is 
constantly promoting the interest 
of the home community and you owe 
it to yourself and your local paper 
to back up these efforts by at least 
having your printed matter done 
locally.
